Following : the President’s 
address Thursday three of his 
chief economic advisers will 
answer questions from the au- 
dience, but Mr. Nixon will not 
remain, for the. question pe- 
riod, Warren said. 
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The three, who also will at- 
tend Tuesday’s meeting here, 
are economic counselor Ken- 
neth Rush, Chairman Herbert 
Stein of the Council of Eco- 
nomic Advisers and Director 
Roy L. Ash of the Office of 
Management and Budget. 

On Friday, the President 
will meet here with West Ger- 
man Foreign. Minister Hans- 
Dietrieh Genscher, who is to 
visit the United States from 
Tuesday to Satin-day. , , 

Secretary of State Henry A. 
Kissinger will accompany 
Genscher on his trip to San 
Clemente, Warren said.
